hard work of reducing the expenses 
>f the government, bus carrying out 
one of the campaign prop]isos of a 
year ago last fail. The first draft of 
the big sundry civil appropriation bill 
has been completed and printed, and 
its physical size seared some of the 
democrats who saw it today, it is thre 
inches thick. It carries 
about 
$120,- 
000,000-odd, which is not as much as 
the last republican sundry civil bill 
carried. 
The fact is, the democrats are throw 
ing so many safeguards about the ex­ 
penditures of the government that a 
number of the big supply bills, when 
measured by inches, are going to be 
bigger than ever. This will be due to 
the insertion of qualifying language, 
which in an act of congress must fre­ 
quently be very elaborate in order not 
to leave the controller of the treas­ 
ury a loophole for authorizing extra 
expenditures. * 
The appropriations committee 
in­ 
tends to do its part in cutting down 
appropriations. Tile estimates of the 
government departments, which Presi­ 
dent Taft declared were cut to the 
bone, will be shaved down $100,000,000 
or more in the bills reported by this 
committee alone. It 
is 
planned 
to 
make the sum 
total 
of these 
bills 
about $50,000,000 less than the appro­ 
priations of the last congress, which 
was known as the “billion-dollar con­ 
gress. 
Each of the great appropria­ 
tion bills will carry 
less 
than 
the 
same bill last year. 
But the appropriations 
committee 
docs not handle all of the big money 
bills. There are the naval and naval 
academy bills, from the committee on 
naval affairs; the army and military 
academy bills, from the committee on 
military affairs; 
the 
postoffice 
bill, 
fi om ihe committee on postoffices and 
postroads; the agricultural bill, from 
the committee on agriculture, and so 
on. In each of these measures it is 
safe to say that cuts will be made. 
If the leaders have their way, $13,000- 
000 will be saved at one fell swoop by 
appropriating for one instead of two 
new battleships, in 
addition, 
the

The year i m has marked I 
the end of a cotton famine, and 
auf 
era of comparatively high prices, and 1 
the year 1912 seems likely to find the 
world supplied with sufficient cotton 
to meet its requirements for the bal­ 
ance of the so-called 
cotton 
year. 
which ends August 30, 1912. 
It is probable, in 
fact, 
that 
this 
years crop is large enough to sup­ 
ply the demand up to October 31, 1912 
or two months after the time at which 
next year’s crop shall be available. 
This is all that can be expected from 
the widely advertised surplus of this 
ears cotton produ-Mon, and when 
-lie fact i- slated in this way there 
would seen) to he but little 
;v 
- 
it. ii for a ny expectation cf- lev - 
prices. 
In no other important industry that 
I know of is a surplus the equivalent 
of two months’ consumption after two 
years of famine regarded as a suffi­ 
cient justification for panic prices and 
sales below the cost of production. 
The Southern producers of cotton 
seem to have come to this conclu­ 
sion largely as a result of the con­ 
vention of the governors of the cot­ 
ton states held in New Orleans in 
October, and the thanks of the entire 
Southern community, both business 
men and farmers, are due to the Fort 
Worth Record and 
its 
editor, 
Mr. 
a larence Ousley, for their enterprise 
in calling and organizing this con­ 
vention at the opportune moment. Its 
presentation of the facts of supply 
and consumption no doubt prevented 
a panicky decline in the market, and 
resulted in a deliberate 
and 
fore­ 
handed treatment of 
the 
situation 
that has enabled the Southern cotton 
producer to obtain at least cost for 
that portion of this years cotton crop 
which has already been sold. 
It has at the same 
time 
induced 
anticipatory buying on the 


terprise that when cotton ceases to 
be (profitable another crop will be 
grown. 


I1 or these reasons, and because it 
is easily demonstratable that It costs 
at least 9 cents a pound to produce 
j middling cotton, and just as much to 
produce low-grade cotton that only 
sells for 6 cents a pound, when mid­ 
dling cotton sells for nine cents a 
pound, I think it entirely reasonable 
to assume the probability of higher 
prices for the year 1912.

MAY BE POSTPONED 


Oklahoma City, Jan. 5.—“I 
under­ 
stand that I have been criticised by a 
certain element of the party for call­ 
ing the republican convention for thf 
fourth district so early,” said A. hi. 
Perry of v.oalgafe, at the Lee-Huckins. 
“I have been away from home ten 
days and do not know how prevalent 
that feeling is, but if I think that 
there seems to be a general dissatis­ 
faction over the date selected I shall 
call the congressional committee to­ 
gether and let it be settled by a ma­ 
jority vote of the committee as to 
whether the convention shall be held 
on January 23 as originally called, or 
on April 23, ninety days later 
“I also understand that criticism of 
the basis of representation has been 
made by certain parties in McAlester. 
That matter is entirely within the dis­ 
cretion of the committee. One thing is 
sure. The convention will not be con­ 
trolled by the McAlester delegation. 
but by the congressional committee 
up to the time of its organization and 
after that time by the delegates elect­ 
ed by the republican voters of the 
d istrict” 
On account of it being the first re­ 
publican convention called this year, 
the Coalgate convention has attracted 
a great deal of attention among poli­ 
ticians all over the country. There 
will be a number of republicans from 
outside the state in attendance and it 
is understood that the number will 
include a man of international reputa­ 
tion, who has been much discussed as 
a republican presidential candidate.
